Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 2-9, 13, 16-23, 26-29 and 32 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Power et al. (Chem. Com., 1998, (8), 873-874). 

The reference discloses a method of preparing the poly(anthrax-9,10-quinone-2,6- 
diyl shown below formula 1 , which is useful for electrochromic display and as charge 
injection layers in electroluminescent. 



The commercial compound of 7 was converted to 8 and after reductive acetylation 
of 8 by zinc dust to obtain the anthracene 9. The compound 9 reads on the present 
formula II A in claim 3 wherein -CH 2 CH 3 - is replaced by -OCO- at R 5 " 6 and R 1 " 2 = Br.

The reference also discloses the polymer 10 derived from precursor polymer 4, 
which was derived from adduct 6. The polymer 10 reads on the present formula II, 12 and 
12k wherein -CH 2 CH 3 - is replaced by -OCO- at R 56 and A = anthracene as a monomer 
10 (i.e., G and A having the same structure).
